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parted this life June 9, 1949. She leaves 
to mourn her passing four daughters, 
one son, twenty-one grandchildren, 
twelve great-grandchildren, and one 
great-great-grandchild. She became a 
member of the Church of God in 1916. 
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With a sincere desire to help you 
find Biblical answers to the above 
question, I write this article. I shall 
use as my theme, “And Jesus Went 
-to Church.” 

My text is found in St. Luke 4:16: 
“And he came to Nazareth where he 
had been brought up: and, as his 
custom was, he went into the syna- 
gogue on the sabbath day, and stood 
up for to read.” 

Jesus came to Nazareth, His home 
town, and, AS HIS CUSTOM WAS, He 
went into the synagogue on the Sab- 
bath. Although the Temple in Jeru- 
salem was the place to which every 
devout Jew looked, and toward which 
he prayed, the necessities of the Jew- 
ish people, during the captivity, led 
to the institution of the synagogue, 
or school of religion. In the time of 
Christ, the synagogue system was at 
the height of its prosperity. 

Sacrifices were, of course, legal only 
in the Temple, but prayers were of- 
fered and the scriptures read and 
expounded in the synagogue. Jesus 
went into the synagogue to worship 
and teach men the truth. (See Luke 
6:6.) According to the text, He did this 
every Sabbath, thereby leaving us an 
example to follow. We, as disciples 
of Christ, should enter into the house 
of the Lord regularly, to pray, to 
thank God, and to read and expound 
the Scriptures. So, Jesus endorsed 
public worship. 

I should like to have gone with 
Jesus to church that day. To have 
heard Him read and explain the Holy 
Writ, and to have seen the expression 
on the faces of the people when He 
performed the miracle recorded in 
Luke 6:10, would have been glorious. 

Even though it is impossible to call 
back time and visit this particular 
place of worship with Jesus, we are 
privileged to attend church, even now 
in our day, where the Lord Jesus is. It 
is glorious to go to church and to feel 
the presence of Christ in the midst 
of the congregation. In fact, a 
church without the presence of Christ 
is an empty church. Such a vacancy

cannot be filled with mere enthusi- 
asm, created by overflowing crowds. 
The pews, though filled with men, 
are vacant without the Spirit of 
Christ. The pulpit that does not re- 
flect Jesus is a powerless pulpit. There 
is the possibility of Jesus being on 
the outside of well filled churches, 
and a probability of Jesus being in 
the midst of His true followers even 
though their number is small. Mat- 
thew 18:20 says, “For where two or 
three are gathered together in my 
name, there am I in the midst of 
them.” 

“As his custom was, he went into 
the synagogue on the sabbath.” Jesus 
had a regular habit of attending wor- 
ship, although He knew far more 
than man could teach. Some today 
use as the excuse for not going to 
Sunday School and church this 
familiar phrase: “Why go to hear 
that preacher or teacher? I know 
what he’s going to say before he gets 
half through. It’s the same old story 
over and over.” 

I tell you, friend, our going to 
church involves something more than 
being taught. When we assemble our- 
selves in the house of the Lord, we 
receive an inspiration that is divine. 
In our communion with God, we are 
lifted up above the earthly and are 
made partakers of the heavenly. 

Then, our Lord attended every Sab- 
bath, although He knew that hypo- 
crites would be there. Everybody is 
acquainted with those that won’t go 
to church because of “those hypo- 
crites” that are sure to be there. But, 
Jesus went just the same, on the 
Sabbath. 

Whenever and wherever He went, 
something always happened. In this 
passage containing our text, Luke 
4:16-30, we read that after He had 
finished reading and explaining the 
Scriptures, the people grew angry, be- 
ing filled with wrath, and rose up and 
thrust Him out. Today there are some 
that leave church all aroused because 
the Holy Spirit has convicted them, 
through the reading of the Word of 





God, And, some today thrust Hip 
because of His strict teachings, 
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Missouri, Texas, and Kansas.

RETURNING THE GOSPEL LIGHT

Shall people be left to sit in dark- 
ness today because their forefathers 
had the gospel centuries ago? 

Lying around the blue waters of 
the Mediterranean Sea and adjacent 
lands there is a vast territory in 
which more than four hundred mil- 
lion people are still groping about in 
a spiritual darkness similiar to that 
of the Dark Ages. They are waiting 
for some one to return the torchlight 
of the gospel, which was lost centu- 
ries ago through Catholicism. Since 
the second and seventh centuries, Ca- 
tholicism and Mohammedanism have 
wielded a powerful influence over 
the people of this area and have held 
them bound and blinded to the truth 
until even now real Christianity is 
scarcely known. 

This is a field that should be near 
every Christian’s heart because of its 
sacred, Biblical background and as 
the mother region that cradled hu- 
manity in its early ages. 

Here we have the land where our 
Lord spent His earthly ministry, suf- 
fered and died for our sins, and arose 
for our justification. This was once 
the earnest field of devoted mission- 
ary activity carried on by the early 
Church, when they enthusiastically 
and zealously extended their mission- 
ary effort so as to reach the people 
and lands of all the known world at 
that time. “The gospel has been 
preached in all the world,” were the 
words of the apostle Paul. 

Asia, Europe, and Africa heard the 
gospel before the closing days of the 
Apostolic Age. John Mark preached 
it in Egypt and later died a martyr 
there for the gospel’s sake. But his 
efforts were later rewarded when the 
whole country embraced Christianity 
because of the message he had 
preached to them. So all the good 
that we are able to do now is not 
always rewarded in our lifetime. 
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Others, we are told, ventured on into 
the more interior parts of Africa. 
Thomas went as far as India, where 
his name is esteemed until this day. 
Peter went as far east as Babylon and 
as far west as Rome. Paul covered an 
extensive part of the world in his 
missionary tours. It is said that Paul 
was preaching in the islands that are 
now the territory of Great Britain 
when the emperor Nero called him 
back to Rome. 

Now the time has come that this 
part of the world, which is to be the 
center of His kingdom and universal 
rule, should hear the gospel again. 
Surely, God will hold us responsible 
if we do not do our best to get the 
gospel back to the land of those who 
first gave it to us. Everything in our 
day points to His soon coming, and 
we must not fail to warn those that 
sit in darkness to be ready. 

Since the days of Martin Luther, 
when he dared to take up the torch 
again that had smoldered for many 
centuries under the dominating rule 
of the Church of Rome, and fanned it 
anew into a burning flame with his 
belief in justification by faith, this 
gospel has continued its way around 
the world. Though, in the Dark Ages 
it suffered a setback in its world tour, 
it never ceased to burn in the hearts 
of a remnant.

Text: James 5:16, “Confess your faults one to another, 
and pray one for another, that ye may be healed. The ef- 
fectual fervent prayer of a righteous man availeth much.” 


At the outset may I say that I am 
a firm believer in confessing our 
faults one to another. To speak 
frankly the paramount need in the 

. Spiritual ranks of today is more of the 
old-fashioned agonizing, contending, 
tear-stained saints and ministers who 
will pray through to victory. We can 
hardly deny the fact that we are liv- 
ing in an age of spiritual apathy and 
coldness. There seems to be a lack 
of something that grips us like a vise 
and holds us fast. This is certainly 
a sure sign that we need a revival, 
a renewal and reanimation. How 
many are being saved is our meet- 
ings? How many are praying and 
tarrying until?. Think of it, fellow 
minister. How many have we led to 
Christ in the past five years? Does it 
not cause us to stop and think? Is 
there no remedy? Must we compla- 
cently sit and let things ride as they 
are? What can we do? 


In studying revivals, Biblically and 
historically, we notice that in every 
one of any significance, God’s people 
were in a terribly cold and indifferent 
condition, yea, often in open rebellion 
to Him. But God in His faithfulness 
and love for disobedient, gainsaying 
and backslidden people, moved upon 
some person or persons, and as a re- 
sult of obedience unto prayer, God 
granted His people a spiritual awak- 
ening that set them free from the 
bonds of lethargy. Often God had to 
resort to stern measure to break the 
spell of carelessness that had crept 
over believers. Men often become 
thoughtful when there is adversity 
staring them in the face and no way 
of getting out of it. We see this so 
often in God’s dealings with the Is- 
raelites. Again and again it seems 
that God speaks to His people with 
verse fourteen of 2 Chronicles 7, “If 
my people, which are called by my 
name, shall humble themselves, and 
pray, and seek my face, and turn 
from their wicked ways; then will I 
hear from heaven, and will forgive 
their sin, and will heal their land.” 

Present day memoirs attest to the 
fact, also, that God uses stern meas- 
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ures to bring this verse to pass. In 
six minutes sixty thousand people 
perished in the great Lisbon earth- 
quake of Nov. 1, 1755. It appears to 
have put both the theologians and 
philosophers on the defensive. Half 
the world felt the convulson. For 
many weeks, as we see in the letters 
and memiors of that time, people in 
distant parts of Europe went to bed in 
alarm and were relieved in the morn- 
ing to find that they had escaped the 
fate of Lisbon one night more. Just 
at that time, plans were under way 
for the opening of a theatre at Lau- 
sanne for the special performance of 
some of Voltaire’s rationalistic dra- 
mas. But the enterprise was deferred. 
One writer says: “The earthquake 
had made all men thoughtful. They 
mistrusted their love for the drama, 
and filled the churches instead. The 
effects of the earthquake were dis- 
tributed over nearly four millions of 
square miles of the earth’s surface 
and greatly surpassed anything of the 
kind ever recorded in history.” 


Think of the propensities of the 
atomic bomb. One bomb dropped on 
Hiroshima killed seventy thousand 
people outright. Should this not make 
the world more God conscious? We do 
not feel that God is responsible for 
the atomic bomb devastation, but we 
do believe that God allows the in- 
genious devices of man to work out 
His own purposes and plans. 

Some have become very fervent in 
distresses like this, but we are not 
surely going to wait for such drastic 
measures to bring us to time. We feel 
there is a better way to get results 
among us all. Every spiritual awak- 
ening is born and cradled in prayer. 
It seems, as we study the Word, that 
it is an unalterable law that when 
we become fervent in prayer, the 
windows of heaven automatically 
swing open and emit the divine ef- 
fulgence of His glory in pulsating 
waves of conviction and blessing. 
There are many truths to be remem- 
bered in this most valuable weapon. 
It is the weapon that is not merely 
something supplemental, but vitally

There- 
fore rejoice, ye heavens and ye that 
dwell in them. Woe to the inhabiters 
of the earth and of the sea! for the 
devil is come down unto you, having 
great wrath, because he knoweth that 
he hath but a short time.” 

Be sure, you cannot argue or 
threaten the enemy of your soul 
down, but you can resist him in the 
medium of prayer. When Daniel was 
in such agony in prayer on earth, a 
conflict raged in heaven amidst 
spiritual forces. The angel had to 
overcome these to bring victory. So, 
brethren, STAY ON THE OFFENSIVE. 
Keep hammering at the gates. 

This most powerful weapon is some- 
thing the church cannot live without. 
Paul says, “Pray without ceasing.” 
If it were not important, he undoubt- 
edly would never have said what he 
did. 

What is going to stem the tide of 
infidelity and atheism, which is 


sweeping like a tidal wave all over - 


the world, and through our colleges 
and universities, with thousands of 
our young people being engulfed by 
modern thought? A rush for pleasure 
increases in momentum each day, in 
the ranks of young and old. Vast mul- 
titudes have given up all thought of 
God and spiritual things. What will 
awaken and arouse us from this 
alarming condition? Will church pro- 
grams, socials, supporters, and enter- 
tainments by decadent religionists 
bring back a God consciousness to a 
slumbering world? 


What has brought a world-wide 
awakening in the past? “In 1855 came 
the news of the great American 
awakening, They heard how in New 
York, twelve thousand businessmen 
met daily for prayer, and, like Jacob, 
they cried, ‘We will not let Thee go, 
except Thou bless us.’ Nor was the 
answer delayed. Prayer meetings 
multiplied all around them. Daily con- 
versions took place. Soon Connor was 


manifestly ablaze with Holy fire.” 
(from Great Revivals in Wales.) 


Think of the Torrey Alexander 
meeting in Australia, in the early 
part of the century. When they 
reached Melbourne, they found that 
seventeen hundred cottage prayer 
meetings had been held weekly for 
some time previously, to intercede for 
an outpouring. No wonder the fire 
fell! Thousands flocked to the meet- 
ings, with thousands of decisions. 
Over one hundred thousand persons 
were won to Christ in America, Bri- 
tain, and Australia with this evange- 
listic team. They tell us that busses 
and trains resounded with gospel 
hymns, and errand boys whistled the 
revival melodies as they made their 
rounds. What was it that brought 
these tremendous results? It was the 
prayer circle. It is thought that the 
influence of these meetings was re- 
sponsible in no small measure for the 
outbreak of the Welsh revival in 
1904-5. In this great revival, it is 
claimed, over seventy thousand pro- 
fessed faith in Jesus Christ. It swept 
out to sea, touched the men on board 
ship; ere they touched land many 
had made it right with God. Did you 
know that the climax of the list of 
armor given in Ephesians 6 is “Pray- 
ing always with all prayer and sup- 
plication in the Spirit, and watching 
thereunto with all perseverance and 
supplication for all saints’? 

It is an absolute essential in the 
Christian makeup. It is the 
only sure way of winning people to 
the Lord. A Christian cannot live 
without it, nor can a church flourish 
or progress. The victorious Christian 
is the one who has. overcome 
Satan in his own life, and has power 
to attack him in behalf of others. 
Rest assured you will not be unhin- 
dered, for Satan will attack you in 
your personal makeup—soul, spirit 
and body. 

Possibly he attacks our flesh a bit 
oftener. Prayer requires a great deal 
of physical energy. Satan very cun- 
ningly appeals to the sense of feeling. 
Oh, how tired he makes us feel. Our 
eyes begin to close. We become 
drowsy and sleepy. The knees begin 
to ache. A dizzy sensation creeps

be! But only those who are “prepared 
to meet their God” will have a part 
in that meeting. The unprepared will 
meet a far different fate. That will 
be the beginning of Jesus’ millennial 
teign. 

How close are we to it? Let’s search 


J the Scriptures to see if we can find 


any of God’s inspired words that will 
help to answer that question. In Matt. 
2:37, we read, “But as the days of 
Noe were, so shall also the coming 
of the Son of man be.” Let’s go back 
to Noah’s time and see how it was in 
that day. Going back to Gen. 6:5-7, 
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God’s Word says, “And God saw that 
the wickedness of man was great in 
the earth, and that every imagination 
of the thoughts of his heart was only 
evil continually. And it repented the 
Lord that he had made man on the 
earth, and it grieved him at his heart. 
And the Lord said, I- will destroy man 
whom I have created from the face 
of the earth; both man, and beast, 
and the creeping thing, and the fowls 
of the air; for it repenteth me that 
I have made them.” They must have 
been very wicked to make the Lord 
repent that He had made them. 

But Noah was a just, good man 
and walked with God and found fa- 
vor with Him. Noah and his wife 
and his three sons and their wives 
were all of the human race, up to 
that time, that were worthy to be 
saved in the ark. 

I wonder if it doesn’t grieve the 
Lord God far more than it did in 
Noah’s time, when He looks over the 
world and beholds the awful sinful- 
ness, wickedness, crime, and abomi- 
nation among nations on earth. That 
must be a hundredfold worse than in 
Noah’s time, and our own country, 
which claims to be Christianized and 
civilized, leading the parade of them 
all in crime and wickedness. 

Again in Matt. 24:38, 39, Jesus 
says of Noah’s time, “For as in the 
days that were before the flood they 
were eating and drinking, marrying 
and giving in marriage, until the day 
that Noe entered into the ark, and 
knew not until the flood came, and 
took them all away; so shall also the 
coming of the Son of man be.” To- 
day they are eating, drinking, booz- 
ing, carousing, smoking, gambling, 
and dancing, and the women and 
girls are doing their share of all this. 
They are not only marrying and giv- 
ing in marriage but flooding the di- 
vorce courts and remarrying, commit- 
ting adultery and fornication. Wicked! 
Look around and see what’s going on. 
In Matt. 24:6, 7, Jesus says, “And ye 
shall hear of wars and rumors of 
wars: see that ye be not troubled: 
for all these things must come to 
pass, but the end is not yet. For na- 
tion shall rise against nation, and 
kingdom against kingdom: and there 


shall be famines, and pestilences, and 
earthquakes, in divers places.” Need I 
ask you whether the above scrip- 
ture has been literally fulfilled the 
past fifty years? Here are some of 
the things Jesus said would come to 
pass in the last days just before “the 
times of the Gentiles” are fulfilled: 
“And upon the earth distress of na- 
tions, with perplexity . . .

There shall be 
distress, tribulations, and afflictions, 
such as never were before. If you are 
keeping posted on the daily news 
around the world, I don’t need to 
tell you the above statements are 
being fulfilled daily. Never was there 
greater distress and_ perpiexities 
among the nations of the world, nor 
men’s hearts failing them more, be- 
cause of what is happening on the 
earth. 

The last and most important events 
to come to pass immediately before 
the appearing of our blessed Lord in 
the clouds are: St. Mark 13:24-27, 
“But in those days, after that tribula- 
tion, the sun shall be darkened, and 
the moon shall not give her light, 
and the stars of heaven shall fall, and 
the powers that are in heaven shall 
be shaken. And then shall they see 
the Son of man coming in the clouds 
with great power and glory. And 
then he shall send his angels, and 
shall gather together his elect from 
the four winds, from the uttermost 
part of the earth to the uttermost 
part of heaven.”

In the year of 1935, my husband 
went home to be with Jesus, Shortly 
after his death, Brother M. P. Cross 
asked about my coming to the Or- 
phanage to work. I was very lonely 
and worried, as I had two small chil- 
dren to support and rear alone. After 
much prayer and fasting, I felt that 
it was the thing God would be pleased 
for me to do. I knew I had made the 
right decision for I felt the glory of 
God bubbling up in my soul until I had 
to shout it, and when I received the 
letter from the orphanage committee 
telling me to come, I received an- 
other good blessing. I surely felt God’s 
approval upon my coming to the 
Orphanage to work. 

In 1936, I came to work. Sister Eller 
gave me the job of sewing. I believe 
the first thing that I did was to make 
shirts for the boys; I hardly remem- 
ber, but I know we were happy as we 
worked together—Sister Eller, Sister 
Ledford, and all the other employees. 
Sister Ledford would sew one day and 
I would cook dinner, and probably 
the next day I would sew. and she 
would cook; anyway, we all worked 
and had a good time together for 
awhile at the boys’ home. 

Later, we lost one of our matrons 
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at the girls’ home, and then I had 
to leave them and take her place. The 
girls were wonderful to work with, 
and we could just see the great hand 
of God in everything. We prayed 
for more room, as we were so crowded, 
and God gave us the large dormitory 
where part of the girls now live, on 
Peoples Street. The Committee and 
the manager bought the home site 
on South Lee Highway, where our 
beautiful home now stands. Then, be- 
cause of illness, I had to go back 
home to Memphis; but I did not stop 
praying. In 1945, we returned to the 
Orphanage and found that the Lord 
had prospered the Church of God 
Orphanage in a marvelous way. Now 
we have another home for boys, the 
Benton Pike home, and a new home 
for the girls, on Montgomery Avenue. 

My dear brothers and _ sisters, 
through your help and cooperation, 
your children and our children have 
a nice place to live, plenty to eat, 
and clothes to wear, and you, every 
man, woman, and child that gave to 
help make it possible for the little 
orphan children to have these good 
places to live, will receive a great re- 
ward, for you are not only suffering 
these little ones to come unto Jesus, 
but you are helping them come unto 
Him by making it possible for them 
to live where they will be trained in 
the way they should go. 

We teach our children to read the 
Bible, pray, and serve God. Many 
have become of age and left the Or- 
phanage, and most of them are living 
good Christian lives; some are musi- 
cians, some ministers’ wives, and 
some faithful church members. 
Thank God for homes that you can 
provide through your great love for 
God and humanity. 

Now I must go. I have served quite 
some time here to try to do my best 
for your children. I have enjoyed 
working with the girls and helping 
care for them, but I must rest awhile,

In conclusion, I offer, as proof in 
support of some of my statements 
and of scriptures quoted, some ex- 
cerpts from articles and reports I have 
read the past year. First, I want to 
quote J. Edgar Hoover, probably the 
best posted man in the Nation on 
crime. In an F. B. I. report for 1947 
he said, “This country is in deadly 
peril. A creeping rot of moral disin- 
tegration is eating into our nation. 
The arrests of teen-age boys and girls 
are staggering, and some of the crimes 
youngsters commit are almost un- 
speakable.” From an article on the 
“Evils of Booze and Tobacco,” I give 
the following excerpts: “The U.S.A. is 
classed as the most lawless nation 
in the world. Murder, crime, and 
juvenile delinquency has a_ record 
unequalled anywhere. This huge army 
of criminals is being reinforced daily 
by an alarming number of juvenile 
delinquents, There are more than 
437,000 saloons in the United States, 
or eleven saloons for every five 
churches, and ever second person ar- 
rested for drunkenness was a female. 
American boozers drank two billion 
gallons of intoxicating beverages. The 
cigarette smokers are crowding close 
on the heels of the booze imbibers, 
with females paying half the ciga- 
rette tax bill. There are more bar- 
maids than college girls. There are 
three times as many criminals as col- 
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lege students, and seventeen-year- 
olds—boys and girls—are the largest 
group of criminals. There are 100,000 
girls entering white slavery each year, 
and a million babies are born out of 
wedlock.” The following excerpts are 
from a report from over 60,000 
churches for 1947. There were twen- 
ty-seven million youths under twen- 
ty-one years old that received no re- 
ligious instruction; 13,400,000 children 
under twelve years of age were with- 
out any religious training; only 28 per 
cent of our people attend any church, 
and seventy million profess no kind 
of religious belief. What a sad com- 
mentary on our churches! I wonder 
if the above facts and figures could 
possibly be connected in any way 
with the fulfillment of Bible proph- 
ecies? Yes, Jesus is coming to put 
an end to the awful wickedness, de- 
bauchery and crime wave that is 
sweeping around the world. To the 
tens of millions of unsaved teen- 
agers, young people, middle-aged and 
oldsters, as one who has traveled 
a long way since being converted to 
the Christian faith sixty years ago, 
I beseech and implore you, with all 
the power God has given me, to “pre- 
pare to meet thy God.”
